had been selected tot kill the Czar of Rus- 
sia, and accepted the mission. 


Galliotti's name was connected with 


the story which months ago came out 
in Paterson that King Humbert's death 
was sought by aoarchists. 


It will be remembered that Careno 


Fossinnl, foreman in Weidmann's dye 
works at Patersou. was shot and killed 
by Guiseppi Sperenzi. 
The latter was 


cornered, and when the police were 
closing in upon him he shot himself. 


There was a letter found on him which 


told of a plot to kill King Humbert It 
called on Sperenzi to act as one of 27 
men to leave this country to wreak ven- 
geance on the crowned heads of Europe. 
A few weeks afterward King Humbert 
waa assassinated. 


It is now said that the letter found on 


Sperenzi was signed by Galliotti. 
It 


has always baen claimed^that Sperenzl's 
killing of the foreman was to make up 
for his refusal to be one of those to go 
to Europe. 


It is recalled that Galliotti when he 


lived in Paterson had one pet scfteme 
and this he was forever preach in? to his 
countrymen. 
This was the draining 


of the Hacfcensack meadows and the 
building thereon of a city, the inhabi- 
tants of which would be devoted to the 
cause of the anarchists. But no money 
was ever forthcoming to carry out the

smoothly with a half a teaspoonful of 
butter and the same of cream for each 
potato. 
Season with sak and pepper 


and mix soft with milk. 
Stir in one 


beaten ege for six potatoes, put back 
iuto tbe skins and heat thoroughly. 


Breaded Fillets of Turkey. 


Cut the breast of a cold cooked turkey 


into slices three-eighths of an inch 
thick and trim into pieces of a uniform 
shape. Cook half a cup of soft bread 
crumbs to a paste ia half a cap of milk, 
stirring frequently, add two tablespoon- 
fuls of butter, three-fourths cup of raw 
veal, pounded smooth, the white of an 
egg, 
a few grains of cayenne aad a 


generous fourth 
teas,poonful of salt. 


Mis. and press through a puree sieve, 
spread the mixture smoothly upon one 
side of the fillets, egg and bread crowh 
them and fry in deep fat. Serve one 
overlapping another, crown 
fashion, 


around a bunch of parsley or celery 
tips or around a mouad of green peas 
or a macedoine of vegetables.

We do nni know tvhat Mr. Morgan's 


motive was. We cannot know, 
and 


probably the closer men to him are 


. almost as 
much In doubt as 
we. 


Whoever 
has mei 
and studied a 


' master mind of ilie financial, indus- 


trial or political world knows that the 
most baffling of pioblems Is ty fix ac- 
curately upon the working of such a 


mind and its motives. The 
masters 


are sufficient unto themselves, and, 
while they communicate their plans to 
others 
so they may be worked out. 


their motives, 
often their Very ob- 


jects, are conceale-J and kept conceal- 
ed. The 
motives of a Morgan may, 


only be guessed 
from the 
results 


which he brings about. Jf it Is pos- 
sible with 
equal fidelity to put two 


constructions upon 'he results the mo- 
tives will quite likr-?y remain for ever 
undetermined. And even If the mas- 
ter himself made a declaration of his 
motives only, his partisans would be- 
lieve him 


If motives of 
ohHanthrophy con- 


trolled Mr. Morgan In offering terms 
for the settlement of the steel etrike 
there is occasion to rejoice. The in- 
fluence of Mr. Morgan i<3 tremendous, 
beyond calculation. Mr. Morgan may 
easily''Ook 
at tj.e. »Toblem pf 
the 


strike In two way.^. His 
concern is 


ruler of .he situat:1" * and suj>ieme In 
its line of manufacture. It faces a 
domestic and 
foneign market. The 


domestic or home market presents no 
difficulties to it, foi In this market the 
pi ice for its manufactures may be as 
it dictates. The fo^-eign market pre- 
sents some difficulties, for there the 
concern meets with competition wor- 
thy of rhe name of competition. Hav- 
ing practically no competition in 
the 


home market, the foreign market, in 
all probability, does more than any- 
thing else to control the concern's at- 
titude towards its employes. If the 
concern needs to compete in the for- 
eign market it is obliged to manufac-i 
ture at a cost that will permit of suc- 
cessful 
(foreign 
competition. Mr. 


Morgan knows the ro&t of the products 
of his gigantic concern, whether pro- 
ducts 
for home consumption or pro- 


ducts 
for foreign consumption. He 


knows the foreign 
price—the home 


price is of no consequence in our in- 
quiry 
since his monopoly gives Kim 


control cf this. Ha knows the margin 
between the cost and Selling price, the 
profit. So then, as we have intimated, 
he may a9opt on3 of two views.He 
may accept 
the <;ew of keeping the 


cost as low as possible, without refer- 
ence to the price, for 
the sake 
of 


keeping tip or increasing the profit, or 
he may accept the view of earning a 
reasonable profit, adjusting the cost 
to the price to insure this profit. The 
one means 
the keeping down of the 


price of labor; 
the other means the 


largest possible jJrice to labor.The one 
means crushing business motives; the 
other means motives of philanthrophy, 
human and social motives. If, when 
all the circumstances are known, th2 
latter should appaar 
there will be 


reason to rejoice over the day when 
Mr. Morgan became 
supreme over 


his present vast troperties. The in- 
' fluence of it Tor good will be mighty. 


We have here spoken as if Mr Mor- 
gan's miUs maufactured for expert 
and home business 
But let us dron 


the exporting 
side out of sight and 


consider the matter with reference to 
gooffs manufactured exclusively for 
the home market, none of this class of 
manufactures being exerted. 
Mor' 


gan's concern is an effective monopoly. 
As we have already argued, it can fix 
the home price for its products with- 
out much risk of 
being undersold. 


Here then we have an interesting sit- 
uation and one in which the action 
of Mr. Morgan discloses his motive 
and exhibits the man. 
Assuming the 


demand of his employes for a certain 
scale of wage to be a just demand on 
the part of labor, Jf Mr, Morgan lis- 
tens to that demsnd and reasonably 
yields o it, even to the point of in- 
creasing prices to meet an increased 
cost of manufacture due to the in- 
crease rtf wages, he shall have done all 
that could be asked from him. To take 
a step like this would be assuming ^ 
the position that labor shall get its 
just reward no matter what the con- 
sumer may have to pay. The justjc? 
of this position is beyond criticism, and 
Mr. Morgan leading in il would orove 
him to be the 
ideal 
manufacturer, 


This position is within his power. 


It has been argued that Mr. Mor- 


gan in proposing terms of settlement 
was actuated solely by <i desire 
tc 


prevent enormous 'osses to his United 
States steel company. If tn!s is true 
the admission it < ontains should be 
the most welcome 'hat has ever been 
made in the presence of labor and in 
the presence o£ the public. It has tKe 
deepest significance 
It simply means 


that capital is not and cannot be dlc- 
t^tor in our regime. We have dread- 
ed great combinations of capital and 
great combinations in industry. The 
steel concern is th^ greatest we have 
known, and if this gigantic concern is 
brought to its knefs in a compromise 
by what is yet only a threat of a strike 
compared with what is possible, it is 
fully demonstrated that great combi- 
nations can have ?:o terror for us. If 
this should appear we shall 
know 


that capital can n?ver become king in 
this democracy, ar.rl, 
what is more, 


we shall know that the larger the ag- 
gregation of capital the easier It wi'l 
be to correct any anti-social tendency 
it mav show. 


SO. whatever way 
we look at It, 


whatever motives controlled Mr. Mor- 
gan, a hopeful lesson is taught us. If 
motives of philantlirophy controlled, 
the example set will be beneficent in 
its influence. If natives of business 
alonf controlled, 
'Jit- 
unmistakable 


moaning is 
most 
reassuring. Our 


opinion is that Mr Morgan's motives 
were mixed, that 
philantfcrophy and 


business 
played a part. Probably 


business played th > larger part, and 
to that we must tnKe 
no exceptions 


for the best philauthrophy is honest 
business..

TRIP BEHIND AMERICAN FALL 


Guide Barlow and Hl» Son Go Where 


Ko One Bad Ere* Been Before. 


John R. Barlow, the famous guide 


to the Cave of the Winds, and bis son, 
J. O. Batlow, 27 years of age, made a 
trip recently behind the sheet of water 
of the American falls at Niagara falls, 
Bays the New York Sun. While con- 
ducting a party through the Cavfe of 
the Winds the other morning Guide 
Barlow observed that the wind and 
spray conditions were such that lie 
caught a good glimpse of the ledge of 
rock behind the American falls. 
It 


carried him back to 1857, when, accom- 
panied by Guide John Mumford and 
J. R. Lane, he first ventured behind 
that waterfall. He pointed out the con- 
ditions to his son, and the two agreed 
to venture a passage Which had not 
been accomplished in 34 years. 


Leaving the bridges and walks of the 


Cave of the Winds behind, the father 
and son picked their way over the wet 
and slippery rocks toward the Ameri- 
can fulls. At times they were In water 
up to their necks, and then again they, 
were lost to view In tne spray clouds. 
Onward they went, however, and after 
a hard climb they made a ledge, along 
which they passed behind the sheet of 
water, When they reached a point on 
the ledge, the father signaled to the 
son, who understood that it was where 
the father stopped In 18C7, and then far 
beyond this point the two Barlows 
made their way, going fully 200 feet 
back of tbe water that plunged over 
the precipice. They had been where no 
human being had ever been before 
them. The trip was full of danger, but 
It was accomplished in safety. 
V 


When Guide Barlow was seen after 


he emerged from the falls, he said he 
observed many changes In the rocks as 
compared with the conditions he had 
found in 1867. 


BREAD TRUST THE LATEST. 


Aim* «o Control the Output la All 


the Lnree Cltlei. 


Articles of incorporation were filed 


at Trenton recently with tbe secretary 
of state of New Jersey by the National 
Bread company, which, according to 
the documents, will carry on a general 
manufacturing and baking of all kinds 
of bread, cakes, biscuits, crackers, pret- 
zels, etc., and do a general Importing 
of biscuits and crackers. 


The statement is made that the Na- 


tional Bread company has for Its main 
object the consoldiation of the princi- 
pal bread baking companies, with an 
equitable division of territory, thus do- 
Ing away with many smaller concerns, 
and also that the company will operate 
a new bread making contrivance which, 
according to report, kneads dongh with 
but little handling and increases the 
baked loaf from 25 to 30 per cent in 
weight 


The capital stock of the concern is 


13,000,000. with 30,000 shares at a par 
value of $100 each, says the New York 
Herald. Ten thousand shares, amount- 
ing to $1,000,000, are to be preferred, 
ftnd 20,000, amounting to $2,000,000, 
are to be common stock. The company 
will start business with $1,000. The 
Duration of the incorporation is unlim- 
ited. Tbe company is allowed by the 
incorporation to carry on business in 
other states. 


It Is provided la the articles of in- 


corporation that the holders of prefer- 
red stock shall receive each year divi- 
dends at the rnte of 8 per cent, payable 
semiannually. 
The dividends on the 


preferred stock shall be cumulative 
and be paid before any dividends on 
common stock are paid. 


RELIC HUNTERS AT YALE. 


Bfanr Old Brick* Taken—On* Marked 


by Depevr to D« Sent to Him. 


Relic hunters are Invading the Yale 


campus at New Haven to take away 
parts of the old lycenra, the treasury 
and North college, that are to be torn 
down this summer, says the New York 
Sun. 
One of the chief parts of the 


brick row now being removed Is the 
tower of the old lyceum, which is to 
be taken (o Woodbridge to be used as a 
pagoda I)/ Treasurer Morris F1. Tyler. 
Old graduates who were at Yale during 
last commencement have discovered In 
the walls of old brick row relics that 
are of considerable value to them, and 
many of these have already been tak- 
en. Others are visiting tbe campus 
while the work of leering down the 
building progresses and ore removing 
bricks from the wall. 


The value of these bricks lies In tbr, 


fact that Inscriptions were made upon 
the brlcfcs years ago when the gradu- 
ates were In college. Those who have 
found tbe bricks so marked have pried 
them out. Oat of tbe wall of North col- 
lege there have been taken bricks that 
bore an Inscription written there by 
Senator Clmunocy M. Depew when the 
latter was In college.

Mr. Reynolds, in speaking of 
the 


railway project in Troy yesterday af- 
ternoon, said that he believed the pro- 
posed road would be a very profitable 
venture financially and would open up 
a section of country which should be 
better known and appreciated. 


The business interests, he said.wculd 


be greatly aided and are at present 
extensive enough to /nake a paying 
freight business for an electric rail- 
way. It is known that the road would 
be given the transportation of 100,000 
tons of ice each year from one local- 
ity, while all along the line 
there 


would be large contributions of bus- 
iness. 


Mr. Reynolds spoke of the attract- 


iveness of the Grafton mountains and 
of Taconic lake, which is located in 
the mountains, 1,680 feet above 
sea 


level, according to the record of the 
United States geological survey. 
He 


continued: "The mountains 
possess 


many of the characteristics of the Ad- 
irondacks, the balsam trees and other 
desirable features. The beauty of the 
mountains is not appreciated as H 
should be, but with an electric line 
mixing them easy of access it would 
not be long before a largely inhabi- 
ted summer resort would be estab- 
lished. 


"The Taconic Lake association has 


six cottages at Taconic lake, and the 
colony will be increased. E, W. Green 
man, cashier of the Central national 
bank of Troy, is one of the members.

Inquest on Fatal Street Car Accident 


Held This Morning 


The inquest on the death of Lome 


Patrie, who was run over by an elec- 
tric car last Wednesday ni^ht as re- 
ported in the Transcript. 
was held 


this morning in *he district 
court 


room directly after the regular session 
of the court. Seven witnesses 
were 


called 
upon to testify and the court 


adjourned shortly after 
12 o'clock. 


Judge Pnelps conducted the examina- 
tions 


Henry Patrie, 
father of the child, 


first took the stand. He said that the 
family were all sitting in the rear of 
the house when the accident har»r>enecl 
The child went throu~h the kitchen, 
and had been gone about five minutes 
when Mr. Counter brought the body 
in. The body was badly mutilated 
It was dark when the chfid left. There 
is no e'ectric lisht near the house. 
The child was not accustomed to so 
into the street. 
Mr_ Patrie did not 


know how i4 got there, but thought 
he front door must have been open.'' 


Mrs. Patrie 
testified substantially 


the same as her husband. She 
said 


the road could be seen from the rear 
of the house, but she did not notice 
the child 


C'avis Macey, a rnotorman, said thai 


he was on the front of the car when 
the accident happened, but was not in 
charge ff the car. Ernest Meecham 
was running the car_ 
The night was 


pitch dark. He saw the child about 
ten feet ahead of the car and yelled. 
The motorman 
could have seen the 


child quicker if it had not been for 
the weeds along- the road. There \\as

College undergraduates are an Im- 


perfect set of men physically, accord- 
ing t> a startling statement by Dr. Jay 
W. Seavor, director of the Yale gymqa- 
8lam, says a special dispatch from New 
Haven to the New York Evening Jour- 
nal. 


In a record of tbe examination of 


over 20,000 students during 17 years 
Dr. Seavcr says the most general defect 
among those entering colleges is spinal 
curvature, or scoliosis. This disease af- 
fects 18 per cent of those who apply 
themselves closely to their studies. 
Among the athletes something less 
than 2 per cent are afflicted with any 
degree of scoliosia. Dr. Seavcr argues 
that gymnastic training prevents or 
cures the curvature. 


Only 43 per cent ot the freshmen ex- 


amined by Dr. Senver were found to 
have sound vision.

WITHDRAW FROM C.U 


HELD FOR THE 6RAND JURY 


Will Organize Independent 


Council For the Building 


Trades Only 


FIRST DIVISION OF UNIONS 


IN LOCAL LABOR HISTORY 


Five Building Trades 
Unions 
Have 


Already Withdrawn Their Dele. 


gates From C. L. U. No 


III-Feeling Involved 


A new feature of labor union activity 


in the city is being developed, which 
will result in a division of the labor 
unions of the city into two organiza- 
tions, instead of having them all un- 
der the one head of the Central Labor 
union. 


This will result from action of the 


building trades unions in organizing a 
separate building- trades council, which 
will handle all labor matters con- 
nected with the building trades, with- 
out reference to the Central Labor 
union. The building trades unions 
have mostly withdrawn their delegates 
from the C. L. U., and although the 
building trades council as a whole may 
be represented as a body !n the C. L. 
U., that organization will havO noth- 
ing directly to do witn the ousiness of 
the building trades. 


When the Central Labor union was 


organized it was intended to include 
all the labor unions of the city, and 
until now, with a few exceptions, all 
the labor unions have become affiliated 
with the central body as rapidly as 
they were organized. The C. L. U. has 
been active as an organizer, and now 
includes a larjje number of unions, in- 
chiding these of the building trades. 


Over a year ago the building trades 


of the city, including the carpenters, 
masons, plumbers, painters, etc,, de- 
cided to organize a building trades 
section of the Central Labor union. 
There was some opposition to this in 
the Central 
Labor 
union, but 
the 


scheme 
was carried 
through. 
The 


building trades unions elected dele- 
gates to both the Central Labor union 
and to the building trades. All mat- 
ters concerning the building trades 
went to the section first, and then 
were referred 
to the entire central 


body. 


Some time ago a business agent was 


secured by one or two of the unions, 
who was finally made business agent 
for all the building trades, and later 
for the entire Central Labor union. At 
the present time, however, the busi- 
ness agent represents only the building 
trades. 


For some time the proposition has 


been under consideration by the mem- 
bers of the building trades to organ- 
ize this section of the C. L. U .into a 
separate council, and to handle their 
own affairs through their own organi- 
zation without regard to the Central 
Labor union. 


This organization is practically com 


pleted, and already five building trades 
unions have withdrawn their 
dele- 


gates from the Central Labor union. 
These are the masons, building labor- 
ers, painters, plumbers and carpen- 
ters. The carpenters took this action 
last night. Only those who were dels 
gates to the C. L. U. could sit in the 
building trades section, so that in 
most cases the delegates to the C. L. 
U. will continue as the delegates of 
their unions in 
the 
new 
building 


trades council- 


A prominent member of one of the 


building trades unions said today in 
regard to the matter that there was 
no ill feeling between the 
building 


trades and the other unions forming 
the Central Labor union, but that the 
building trades felt that they could 
handle their matters better in this way 
than through a central organization 
which included so many labor unions 
which know nothing of building mat- 
ters. 


The question as to whether the new 


building trades council shall be rep- 
resented in the C. L. U. or not has not 
been definitely decided, but it will prob 
ably be done. 


A member 
of the 
Central Labor 


union said today that while that or- 
ganization reg'retted the division of 
the labor interests of the city, the mem 
bers would make no objection to the 
withdrawal of the delegates from the 
building trades unions, as tl"5.v felt it 
better that these unions should feel 
free to conduct their affairs as they 
thought best. 


This action on the part of the build 


ing trades 
will result in the with- 


drawal of about 400 union men from 
affiliation directly with 
the 
Central 


Labor union. 


Thero were 18 unions Jn the Central 


Labor union, and these withdrawals 
leave 13 unions. Both organizations 
are working harmoniously 
for 
the

The method of the chair seller, when 


he does not find a ready customer, is 
to ask permission to leave the chair 
for six weeks or so, in order that its 
merits may be tested. in one instance 
the housekeeper said she had no ob- 
jections to having an extra chair 
around, but that she didn't want to 
buy it. A member of the family says 
the agent replied: "That's all right, 
you won't have to buy it; just let me 
leave the chair here to see whether 
you like it or not."
